For four hours last night the city coun- j 


ell, sitting as a committee of the whole, 
debated over the petition of tha man- 
facluring interests to have certain ave- 
nues opened over the Southern Pacific 
tracks into Sessions Bason, with the re- 
sult that it was recommended that Ninth 
avenue be opened across the Southern 
Paciac Company's tracks ana that a 60- 
foot strip of land be dedicated for street 
purposes to the water front. 
The entire 


matter will be again taken, up in council 
for final settlement 
The property owners in Sessions Basin, 


as well as the manufacturers, had orig- 
inally petitioned for the opening of all 
the avenues from and including Fifth to 
Tenth. 
This was not deemed feasible 


ana it was finally decided to trim the 
petition down to three or even two ave- 
nues. 
The manufacturers agi'eed that 


Seventh and Ninth or Fifth and Ninth 
avenues would do, but after last night's 
lengthy argument the committee of the 
whole finally concluded to recommend 
that Ninth avenue be opened on a grade 
crossing to the southerly line of tho 
'Southern Pacific Company tracks, with 
ths provision that tho property owners 
on the south, line of the tracks, among 
them being J. L. da Fremery, be obliged, 
upon the opening of the avenue, to dedi- 
cate a Eixti--oot strip parallel to the 
tracks from Fifth to Eleventh avenues to 
ths city for street purposes. 
The property owners, represented by 


De Fremery, objected to giving the prop- 
erty for streets, which, they say, was 
reclaimed at a great expense., and the 
Southern 
Pacific Company j objected 
to 


a grade crossing, preferring, instead, a 
viaduct at Ninth avenue, the company 
contending that a viaduct would separate 
traffic and thereby lessen danger of ac- 
cidents. 
Viaduct Plans 


From plans filed with the council, it 


was shown that the viaduct as proposed 
would cost about {52,000, the Southern 
Pacific Company agreeing to pay half the 
cost of construction rather than go to the 
expense of putting In safety gates and 
employing flagmen at the Ninth avenue 
proposed crossing. 
Just what opposi- 


tion i-will be shown at the council meeting 
to the recommendation of the committee 
of the whole remains to be seen. 
At the meeting last night General Man- 


ager Scott and Judge Allen represented 
the Southern Paelflc Company, Attorney 
Snook appeared for the Western Pacific 
Company and J. L. do Fremery was 
spokesman for the property owners in 
Sessions Basin. 
There weie also a num- 


ber 
of 
manufacturers' 
representatives 


present. 
Attorney Snook was first'heard. 
He 


said that the company lie represented 


would agree to accommodate Itself to the 
conditions, whatever thoy may be. 
The 


Western Pacific had plans in mind for 
the construction of tA\o tracks to tlio 
north and two tracks to the south of the 
Southern Pacific Company's linos, but 
whatever was agreeable to the Southern 
Pacific the manufacturers, the property 
owners and the council looked good to the 
Western Pacific. 
W. H. Bcott said that he considered 
that the manufacturers would be pro- 
vided with egress and Ingress to their 
properties by the opening of Ninth ave- 
nue and argued strongly in favor of a 
viaduct Instead of a grade crossing. 
Plans showed that the viaduct was to 
have an approach of a six per cent grade, 
would be twenty-six 
feet wide, with 


twenty-two feel clearance.

ern Pacific's general manager 
did not 


thing a grade crossing would be safe, as 
there are 218 trains a day over the tracks.

Senator Foraker makes a weak and ineffective rejoinder to the 


President's emphatic denial that the Federal patronage is being 
used to further the Presidential aspirations of Secretary Taft. 
The 


solitary irstance he cites not only disproves his contention, but 
raises the presumption that the senior Senator from Ohio has been 
guilty of sharp practice in an effort to entrap the President in a 
seeming c:eal by which an appointment was traded for political 
support for Taft. 
The correspondence between Senator Foraker 


. and Representative Douglass of the Athens, Ohio, district (only a 
part of which was read to the Senate by Foraker) is suggestive 
of an intrigue which went awry. 


Briefly stated, the facts are as follows: O'ne Bryson is publisher 


of a pape- at Athens, Ohio, and is postmaster of the town. 
He 


\vas origirally appointed as a Foraker man on recommendation of 
General Grosvenor, then representing the district in Congress, who 
has since been succeeded by a De-nocrat, Albert Douglass. Bryson 
lias been carrying water on both shoulders, supporting the admin- 
istration in a general way but booming Foraker, who is fighting 
the administration, on every occasion. 
But 
he 
desired another 


appointment. 
As 
the 
correspondence discloses, Congressman 


Douglass recommended him (being restricted in his choice to a 
Republican) at the instance of Senator 
Foraker. 
While 
the. 


appointment was pending, Bryson came out in his newspaper with 
an article saying Taft was losing and Foraker gaining ground, and 
otherwise belittling the prospects of the Secretary of War who was 
styled "the President's man." 


This publication resulted in the nomination being held up until 


the President was assured that Bryson was not antagonistic to his 
policies, .and printed the offending article merely5as expressing his 
judgment of the situation and his preference for Senator Foraker. 
Bryson wis never asked to support Taft as the 
price of his 


appointment; at least, nothing of that kind 
was 
developed by 


Foraker in his speech, and has never receded from his allegiance 
to Foraker and his opposition to the Secretary of War. Yet he was 
reappointed. 


This is the whole case of Senator Foraker and a pitiful case it 


is. It looks like a cake spoiled in the baking. It reflects no credit 
on either Senator Foraker or his man 
Friday, 
and leaves* the 


President unscathed. Foraker says there are probably a hundred 
similar ca^cs in Ohio.

presidency o£ the United Mine Work- 
ers of America deprives the country's 
trade-union forces of the services of 
one who has beon a labor leader in the 
best sense of the word. 


His earnest work has shown the 


public to what good purpose a man of 
sound judgment and strength of char- 
acter can use the power -which comes 
to the commander of a large army of 
workingmen. 
Mr. Mitchell, although 


not yet thirty-nine years old, has been 
national president of his union for 
nearly ten years. The decade has been 
one of marvelous development in the 
organization both of capital and labor. 
The membership of the United Mine 
Workers of America has grown from 
9731 In 1897 to 263.726 in 1907. 


Mr. Mitchell's demeanor as president 


of this great union has been marked 
on the one hand by dignity and gentle- 
ness and on the other by force and 
courage. His method in meeting and 
handling men has been to bring- out 
common grounds for agreement 
in- 


stead of laying unnecessary stress on 
possible grounds of strife. 
His suc- 


cess with this method, backed up by 
integrity. Industry and Insistence on 
the rights of wage workers, has won 
for him the confidence of miners, mine 
operators, employers of labor general- 
ly, government officials and the pub- 
lic. 


Though a conservative, Mr. Mitchell 


has proved himself ready to fight, and 
to fight hard, when peaceful measures 
failed to win a vital point on the side 
of Justice. His successful leadership 
of the strikes,in the anthracite fields 
in 1900 and 1902 gave convincing proof 
of his wise generalship under trying, 
circumstances. 


If 111 health resulting from overwork 


had not forced him to retire doubtless 


Mr. Mitchell would have been re-elect- 
ed president of the mine workers. His 
election year after year as head of 
his organization" and to high office in 
the American Federation of Labor af- 
fords encouraging evidence that lead- 
ers of the Mitchell type are admired 
and valued by the rank and file of in- 
telligent trade unionists.
